Being offended here- 
with, he does me great injury in anſwering 
ſo, as if 1 difſlwaded the nearer union of the 
Proteſtant Churches, when as I bave many 
years had the ſame wiſhes with him, and 
ceaſe i ot to do all the ſeryice I can to that 
end. . .

In the 
({anons of the Anglican Church written in the 
year 1571 I find this: The pre«cheys ſhall 
have a ſpecial care that they deliver nothing 
in their 'Sermons, bur: what is agreeable to 


the old and new Teſtament, and which the 


Catholick Fathers and old Bithops have col 
leQed tnence, I much doubt «hether the 
French miniſters will receive this law, © 

Touching Rztes, [ am ſure, the Engliſh 
Liturgy, the impoſition of hands at Confir= 
mation of baptized children, the authority 
of Biſhops, Conyocation of Prieſts alone”, 
and many Jike things agree well with the 1n- 
ſtirutes of the more antient Church,from which 
things we muſt needs 'confeſs in France and 
Belgium they have receded.””

Out'of Aſtin many places might. BY alle- 
ged, even from his latter Writings, wherein. 
he declareth, That Free-will is helped, and 4- 
mended by Grace, not taken away, Certainly, 
no diligent Reader of the Ancients will deny, 
this ; That Asſtin bimſelf, Proſper, Fulgen- 
tixs, arid as many Cathoglick Writers as were 
either before or after them, held and taughr. 
this Doarine: Many juſtified and regenerated 
Perſons do not perſevere in Faith which .worketh 
by Love, and ſome fall irrecoverably. Whes, 
ther the things written by Molineus do. a- 
oree mith theſe, let ſuch as are skiltul in chem; 
Judge. : 
; Shao is manifeſt to me; in the antient 
Church it was the cuftom, to place in. thei: 
Creeds .only thoſe things, wherein Catholick 
Writers always had agreed, omitting ſuch as 
approved. Authors had in doubt, And this 
way (as tome it ſeemeth ) the Aranſican Fas 
thers rook, and Cwleſtinus, Bilhop of Rome, 
with aſſent doubtleſs ot the moſt 'learned 
Prieſts then at Kome ; and before theſe, the 
Biſhops who met at Dzoſpols, at Carthage, at 
Miltruu ; Innocentixs alſo, and zr/immRoman 
- Biſhops 
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o _"Havo Grotis 
Biſhops all;. conſblted about theſe very Con- 
troverfies. Whoſe modeſty ( to ſpeak with 
Motitrews ) it is Far better to imitate, than to 
adherg ſtify to preconceived Opinions, or.to 
pluck Away from the Unity of the Church 
thoſe who! have probable Reaſons of a diyers 
judgitent in ſubtile Controverſies. . _ 

But tobelieve that 1gnarius, Irenens, Juſtin, 

ian, Martyrs; ahd then Athanaſius, Bas 
ft, Gregiry Ny ſſen , N aztanten , Chryſo- 
ftom, Ambyoſe, 170m, are to be condemned 
by us, as injurions to Gods grace, and as 0s 
verthrowers of the Saints Confidence and 
Conſolation, that cannot I as yet induce into 
my mind, | MERE" 

In the Writing of Molinexs , I find many 
things right and ſober ; nor doubt 1, but if 
our Miniſters would imitate his prudence, we 
ſhould haye the © hurch much more at Peace 
thannow it is. But the things which in read- 
ing,and reading again,came into my confidera- 
tiony areas followerh. We 

He ſets down this as a moſt certain Truth, 
Many things are done neceſſarily which are done 
freely, T think nor ſo.

I cannot acknowledge: For, thatis free which 
undetermined ts tither fide. But God is de- 
retmined by his Nature, #, by the Deity it ſelf

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to good, So that it itivolvs a" comtradiQ- 
on to ſay; He God, and'He canbe net pood, 
God cannot le. ſaith the Apoſtle: Thetefofe 
he is not free in not lying; True, God is 
(ſponte) ſpontaneoully veracious: B all 
things that ate done ſpontaneouſly, are done 
(libere) freely; as Philoſopher; well note. 
Many are deceived, by not difcerning twixt 
the quality of general nature of Action, and 
the .(mple Kinds thereof. God created Man 
freely, redeemed him freely ; and freely," in 
this or that manner, deelar'd his Goodneſs. 
But this is not to be freely good, but'to 
demonſtrate his goodneſs freely fo or ſo, And 
the Devil does evil neceſſzily , ſince by a 
free a& hecaſt himſelf into this neceffity : ne- 
vertheleſs in vexing Job, in tempting Chrsff, 
he acteth freely : for he 'might be evil, and 
not do evil in that kind. Likewiſe, a man 
ſold under fin, fins neceffarily, not freely * he 
cannot but fin ; but he is an - Adulterer frees 
ly, a Murtherer freely, a Thief freely. Not 
can I grant, to the ſertling of liberty tis 
ſufficient to take away CoaRion: fot ' N4- 
ture is not Teſs contrary to liberty than Co. 
attion 15, This does outwardly determine, 
that inwardly, and therefore caufes thethin 
done to be''done not freely, Neither ts it 
free tor #'mati, nor to ſee, having his eyes 
C open:

open: becauſe the nature of theeye and things 
vifible is ſuch, that -be cannot chuſe but ſee. 
But;methinks they labour in vain, who ſtudy 
to reconcile things efſentiall+ . differing, fuch 
as are aeceſſary and free (for liberty is the Mo- 
ther of contingency) by reſpe&s. That in- 
deed ſeemeth ro-me moſt true, eſpecially if 
we ſpeak of the ordinary way of Divinepro» 
vidence : /n whatſoev:r manner God moveth 
our wills, yet bath the uill its liberty , and 
things have their contingency, as Molineus 
excellently. ſaith. But he that ſaith ſo, muſt 
withall ſay; T he nll & not moved by God in 
the way of predetermination, For, that cannot 
be free,, which to one ſide. is predetermined 
and limited by any of the cauſes, and chiefly 
by .the firſt cauſe, upon whoſe. efficacy des» 
pend all inferior , cauſes in their working : 
nor can any-thing be contingent of whichir 
may be, ſaid ;.,.* 11s impoſſible for it not to be: 
Buz'tis impoſſible for the effe&t prederermin- 
eq -not to. be,  predeterminationbeing grant- 
eds 

--, t do alſo approve that which Aolinews af- 
firms; © He #5 diſer vedly condemn'd, who abuſetb 
the Seeds naturally ſoan in him, | and dots not 
wſe them in what manner and kow far he mig tb. 
have done.. - But what ,if he doth uſe the

- Molinews enquires; if any one, living in 
the moſt remote parts of the World, do 
make good uſe of the firſÞ Grace, whether 
God will ſend a Preacher to him, oran Ans 
gel, Suppoſe the Anſwer be affirmative, [ 
know not how it can be refuted. Far the 
hand of the Lord is not ſhortned. But he 
ſaith, it never comes to paſs, How knows 
heghat'? Becauſe we read it not. As if we 
had the. Hiſtories of thoſe Nations; or, if 
we had, the things befalling every .particular 
perſon, as the ſending of an Angel, were 
wont to be related in Hiſtories ; when they 
uſe not often to come to the knowledge, no 
not of the next neighbours.. And I ſee nor 
how this can be deny'd ,to happen. Did 
not God appear to Abraham, living amonglt 
the Chaldeans> Did he not appear to Abi- 
melech ? If you ſay, theſe. did not-make a 
right uſe of common gifts: I agk a reaſon, 
why we ſhould believe. Gad would ſhew 
his power leſs to ſuch as do. make that uſe, 
than to ſuch as do not, . Haye not the Proe 
C2 phets, 


Iz ' Hugo Grotius _ 
 phets, haye nor the Apoſtles preached the 
Word to many Nations, whercin were ſome 
perſons, if not-well uſing, certainly leſs con- 
- tymaciouſly abuſing common gifts. To Cor- 


nels the Centurion, praying and giving Almg' | 


(which by Grace one may do, who does 
not yet believe in Chriſt, as Aſtin expreſly 
faith of — there is ſent bath an An- 
gel and an apoſtle, - Who can affure us; 
God is leſs willing now to do ſo, or leſs 
a:le? Indeed, Cornelius was already endued 
with the ſpirit of the Law delivered by Mo- 
ſes: But 'tts confeſt, the Law written in the 
hearts of men, and the Law of e Moſes,  dif- 
fer only in the manner of delivery, and the 
degree of clearneſs, not in ſubſtance: where- 
fore alſo this Law the ſpirit is ready to aſſfſt, 
calling to repentance : and [ ſee not how he 
may be refelled, who believes God will cu- 
mulate the nſe of this gift with greater, ac- 
cording to that general ſentence, #hoſoever 
hath, :. makes uſe of former gifts, to 
him ſhall be,given, i. greater gifts ſhall be 
oranted, 

Neither «is he guilty of a new opinion, 
who thinks fo of the Divine Goodneſs, For 
is the ſaying of Proſper: There have been, 
and are yifts of this Gre ſo general, that by 
their evidence men might be further'd in ſeek-

ing the trae God: unto which pifts, in all 
Apts witneſſing tle Author, the bounty of ſpe- 
cial Grate bath been ſuperadded. and Auſtin 
faith: *Ti* not rechon'd to thee as @ fant, 
that thow art ignorant againſt thy will , but 
that thou doſt negleft to ſeeh after that whereof 
thou art ignorant: nor, that thow doſt not 
cloſe np thy wounds, but that thou contemneſt 
; him who #4 willing to heal them, Bullinger 
s faith: No I ation wanted true Religion, if 
d they would bave uſed it, Muſculus :* They 
- have knonleage fit to lead them to the trme wor- 
ſhip of God, and world. lead them, did they 
not binder it by their [dolatry, Martyr: The 
Heathens were inexcnſable, becauſe they per- 
formed not what was within their power.” and 
, after all, if one had a mind to maintain, - 
C that the Apoſtolical Preaching came unto all 
- the Nations of the World, and the foor- 
- ſteps thereof are not wholly worn out, no 
r not among the [ndians, and Tarterians; ar-

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guments would nct be wanting, and ſuch as 
are of moment, But this would'be a Que- 
ſtion rather Hiſtorical then T heological.

Becauſe 
this is-the nature of werzt, that whatſoever 15 
given..in the way of merit, merit isthe cauſe 
thereof; and for that reaſon it is given, 0- 
ther wiſe, not given: But-now, the Preach-

cannot, by the power of that Grace, do ſome- 
thing which the Divine Goodneſs may ac« 
cepr of, ſo far, as to carry on the doer to 
that Grace without which he cannot be ju- 
ſtified. Wherefore, whereas « Moline laith; 
It is impious to hold any degree of ſuffics- 
ent Grace, without faith in. Chriſt : 'tis very 
true, if you underſtand Grace immedtately 
ſufficient unto ſalvation, or remiſſian of fins, 
And yet, Pr-ſper 1s not to be accus'd, nor 
they that with Proſper afhrm; The, more 
general Grace preceding faith is (ufficient to 
a remedy, under{tanding a remore (ufficiency: 
becaufe that Grace is apt to lead one by the 
hand (as 'twere) to further Graces, and

So likewiſe, I conceive it is not to be de. 
nie, that before faith it ſelf, there do in 
ſome precede certain Diſpoſitcons - ( effeEted 
doubtleſs by virtu ' of Grace prevenient ) 
which are not found in other men. For 
when Chriſt ſaith, oh. 7. 17. If any one 
will do the will of my Father, be ſhall know of 
the Doftrine, whether it brof God : He plain- 
ly ſetrerh an obedient temper of mind, pre- 
cedent to faith ir'ſelf. So are ſome perſons 
ſaid to be not far from the Kingdom of beaven, 
Mare, 12. 37. to be tm, weil diſpoſed to 
the Kingdom of God, Ly. g. 62. to be ivzving, 
of a more gtncrous nature, AF, 15. 1 And 
this affeQion being the effe& of Grace, ſome 
do apply here that texr 4, 13.
